Ano oner question: A dark-shinned person seems to be sitting directly below the man 

on tne steps next to the front entrance. Everyone else is. smiling and looking towards 
the motor-cavalcade • Yet this person is not only sitting down just as President 
Kennedy is passing through — but he is facing the opposite wail of the doorway. Directly 
behind him, the unknown person appears to be leaning out and from around tne waxi of 
the doorway, with a snarp, intense expression on his face. Yes, it couxti be, as 
you say, that the long-range, lens of Axtgens camera caused distortion. . .and that the 
person who might oe Oswald could, be a few feet beiiind. the front waif of the entrance. . . 
because of the (negro?) sitting down, the person is at least two feet uvav . 


The 


person in the white shirt on the fire-escape may either have lost his balance, as 


you say, or he may oe using his right arm and left hand to support himself on tnt 
railing wni — Le sitting on tne sweep steps. However, tne man beiow him (v.no appears to 


be leaning out the window, resting his hand on 'the window— sin) may be reacting to 
the noise of Idle first shot and looking to his left. That is, you would think he would 
oe looking toward the front.. .unless he was looking towards the rear of the motorcade. 


In your second picture in nHiTEinkid II, Zapruder and his friends are on the narrow 
waii next to the building. The Stemmons Freeway sign blocked, his camera for a few 
seconds. If a person had been perched on the rear-bumber of a car (or station-wagon) 
in the parking-lot to the rear of Zapruder, he might have had to have waited for 
President Kennedy to appear from behind the sign. At this moment, someone from the 

area of the depository building might have made the first snot causing Kennedy to 

raise his nand to his throat (Altgens photo) . In the next second, as Kennedy! s car 
moved from behind the sign, the other person (assuming he was on the parking-iot) 
could have fired tne shot past Zapruder (who said he heard a shot from behind aim) and 
the sign. If so — this might explain why several policemen and others ran up to tne 
grassy knoll area, and the railroad employee said he saw a puff of white smoke from here, 
(in lact, a. controversial photo was published, showing what may have been a man on the 
rear buraber of a station-wagon in .the parking-lot, aiming an apparent weapon towards the 
car . )

Yet, ms arms are 
foidea behind him. . .whereas tne man's arms in Aitgens photo are in front oi aim — and, 
in fact, very mucn like the pose used by Oswald in the police photo 1 


Yet, "the man in the doorway is tensed and. icokiiig as Kennedy' s car — now at one c ; or ox 
the Vice-President, closer to his point of view in tne aoorway. And why is tne 
negro in front oi the man sitting down and facing to his left — when everybody else 
is up — and the crowd of peopxe would block the view* of the negro? wny snouxd the 
reft arm of the man in the jacket be around in front of him and not nanging-down from 
his side in a natural position? As i say, this positron duplicates the pose usee by 
Oswald in the police photo the same day. 


The person wearing the nat to the far left ccuiu be an agent — or Ruby. Here again, he 
has the same, non-committal, unexcited expression, rooking toward Johnson's car and 
not {like the people in front of him) towards Kennedy' s car. The two agents on tne 
right side of Kennedy's car have turned around to look at the rear. . .possibly in 
reaction to the first shot. But the two men on the left side are apparently relaxed... 
showing that the first shot came from the rear and verifying the opening-door of the 
agent who is jumping-out of the fourth escort-car and running towards Jononsoa's car. 

In fact, the fourth-car couldn't see jess, the reactions of Kennedy to the shot — so they 
must have heard tne shot and reacted at once to protect Vic e-F resident Johnson. 

At this point, it is possible that tne other person, utilising either a powerful weapon 
cr "dum-dum" bullets , took a second shot at Kennedy from, the gras sy-knoli area, in 
other words, perhaps this second person waited to see the outcome of tne first snot. 
When he saw that Kennedy merely raised his hands to his throat in reaction to a minor 
wound, he may have then fired a second shot or third shot with a powerful weapon — 
causing Kennedy's head to explode. 


However, the bullet that penetrated Kennedy's ba.dk appeared to be several Irenes beiow 
his neck. Why, then, aid Kennedy raise his hands to his threat if the bullet nit the

Aitgens photo. However, how astonishing that lovelady should resemble Oswald ana 
work in the same building. If Lovelady had seen a police agent, he would nave been 
posed wearing Oswald's jacket or something si aiiar- — but he refused and was cniy willing 
to admit that he wore a red-and-white striped shirt.
